Principle of Compensati@h. 

The principle of workmen's com- 
pensation, as defined frequently on 
the floor of both Senate and House 
debates on this bill, is 
that society, through the counting of 
ihe cost of accidents in industries 
an overhead expenge, cared for i! 
the increased cost of the manufac- 
tured article, shall bear the expens: 
of industrial accidents. This prin- 
ciple does not permit the employer 
the common law defense of contrib- 
utory negligence, the fellow servant 
law the assuniption of risk. but 
instead places on the employer the 
cost of all accidents, even though 
they may have occurred through the 
negligence of the injured employe.
